Apoplexy. 



What is ri’ioploxy 1 From th^ audden- 
nesg of the attack and tlie apparent care 
Icssjiess of it, the Greeks connected it in 
their iniiul with an idei of a stroke /f / 
lightning as coming from the Aliniglity 
Hand : it literally moans “ A stroke from 
above.” As instanUnoous as tlie luirling 
of a thunderbolt ill :i clear sky, there comes 
a loss of sense, and feeling, and thought, 
and motion; the iieirt boats, tlie lung.s 
j)lay, but soon they cease fur ever. Th; 
Ro.nans considered tlis person to bo 
thniidev-stnick” or “ pbrnot-stnick,” as if 
it were of uneartldy origin. The essential 
nature of apoplexy is an unnatural anionnl 
of blood ill the brain ) whatever sends too 
much blood to the brain may cause apo- 
plexy — that is, the kind of apoplexy winch 
.seenw to conic without any apparent ade- 
quate cause. Tying a cord tightly rouml 
the iificlc, or lioUling the head dowiiwarda 
too long, can bring on a lit of apojjlrxy, 
by dunnoing up the blood in the brain, 
or keeping it from returning to the body. 

A sudden mental emotion can send too 
much blood to the br.iin, or too great 
menial excitement can do the same thing, 
ft is the essential nature of «U wines and 
spirits to smul an increased amount of 
blood to the brain, hence alculiol is .said to 
stiniuhito tho brain. The first elicct cf 
taking a glass of wine or stronger form' of 
alcohol, is to send the blood there faster 
than common, hence it quickens the circu- 
lation— that gives the red face. It in- 
creases llie activity of the hrain, and it 
works faster and su d{)cs the tongue. But 
a? the blond goes to the bruin faster tlnm 
common, it returns Lister, and no special 
permanent harm results. But su])pusc a 
tnan keeps on drinking, tlie blood is sent 
to tho brain imicli faster, in sucli large 
Cjuaiititi-os, tliHt, iu order to make room 
for it, tlie artoiies have to enlarge them- 
selves ; they increase in size, and iu ao 
doing prc.ss against the yielding llaccid 
veins which carry tlic blood out of the 
brain, ami thus diinini.sh the sii^e of their 
bore,s, the rrsnlt being that the blood i.s 
uot only carried to the arteries of the 
l>rain faster than is natural or liCLdtlifu), 
but it is prevented from leaving it as fast 
as usual ; Irmco a double Set of cnn.S’'S of 
death aro set in operation, Hence, i\ nr-m 
may drink enough brandy or other s[iirits 
in a few houi*s, or even minutes, to bring 
on ft fatal attack of afioplcxy. Tliis ia 
literally b-3ing dcad-drmik.

Those who 
have not known him previously ha will 
lead to believe timt he liJis the riches of a 
Midas and the wisdom of a Solon. But 
he cannot keep up the deception long 
enough for it to be thoroughly successful. 
You meet him one day dreaded in the pink 
of fashion ; a week after, and you meet 
him in disgraceful attire. He haa an inti- 
mate ac(|uaintHiice with the interior and 
busine.ss of the pawu-sliop, and this muy 
account for the metamorphasis. Give him 
H first-rate situation, and. he will not keep 
it. Nor will his snUry suffi.ee for his im- 
mediate wants. He lives upon tlie fit of 
the land, and runs into debt with his land- 
lady. How lie manages to do this is u 
mystery known only to luiii.'telf, for lund- 
Indies me, generally fi[)Oakiag, diflicult 
]>eop!c to get into dept with. He will 
aUc run into debt with all tradeamBn who 
will give him credit. lie will raise luoiiey 
on the gouda be procure.s from their shops. 
For instance, if he wants a pair of hoots, 
lie will send to a shop fur four ]iairs to 
cnoose from, and then keep the lot. It 
must be distinctly understood tliat he 
rarely, if ever, pays his creditors. But

We are inclined to believe that tlio rea- 
pectallo vagabond ia the most despicable 
of the two. He is often a man of educa- 
tion, of mannera, of intellect, but ho 
turns all to unworthy eiida, because he is 
kzy and vicious. Certainly, ho causes 
more misery, for ho has greater opportu- 
nities of duping. But tb© diarepu table 
vagabond is, in a general way, a brute 
without culture and t‘©6nement, possessed 
of a kind of cunning which sorves instead 
of intellect. Like a brute h© tries to 
gratify his desires with lea.st labour to 
himself. Of course, rc.spectabl 0 vagabonds 
often become disreputable vagabomla, It 
is not difficult lo guess what ultimately 
beconios of both.
